Taking to the road with hunt- 
ing dogs, or eyen family pets, 
can be a challenge to the sports- 
man or vacationer even if the 
trip last just a few hours. Trips 
that last a week or more can 


- really test the patience and 


endurance of you and your dog. 

Take time for a little extra 
planning if you are taking your 
canine companion with you. 
Call ahead to see if the motel 
where you will be staying has 
kennel facilities. If they don't 
ask if the dog can stay in the 
room with you. Many motels 
and hotels will allow you to 
keep the dog in the room if it is 
in a travel crate. 

Traveling can be’ just as tax- 
ing on a dog as a person. 
Remember to take a feeding 
dish, dog food, and a container 
for watering the dog. If you for- 
get the feed and water dish you 
can remove a hubcap from your 
vehicle and use it as a bowl in an 
emergency. Dog supply cata- 
logs even offer collapsible water 
bowls that can be carried into 
the field in a pocket. One can't 
always rely of finding a stream 
for the dog to drink out of when 
afield. | know one quail hunter 
who carries one canteen for him 
and one for his dog. 

If you have dogs that are not 
accustomed to being confined in 
a travel crate, it will be neces- 
sary to get them acclimated to 
the crate before taking a trip. 
Let them get used to confine- 
ment by placing them in a crate 
for a couple hours a day for sev- 
eral days before your trip. They 
will eventually look forward to 
confinement when they realize 
it signals a trip. 

I have heard people complain 
about seeing dogs confined in a 
crate, but the truth is they are 
much safer and less likely to get 
hurt when they are crated. 
Crates also reduce messes and 
tom up items if you are traveling 
with a young dog. 

If you and a buddy decide to 
take a wip and both have hunting 
dogs, try to give them some 
opportunity to get to know each 
other before the trip. Two dogs 
that are strangers to each other 
and are not individually crated 
will often get into a fight.

Dogs accustomed to vehicle 
travel seldom get sick, but when 
they do it can be a very unpleas- 
ant experience. Placing the 
travel crate crossways, rather 
than having the narrow side fac- 
ing front or back can reduce 
drooling and  upchucking. 
“Easy driving” will also reduce 
motion sickness and stress on a 
dog. Avoid jackrabbit starts and 
sudden stops, and take sharp 
curves slowly. Remember, they 
can’t anticipate a driver's next 
move and prepare for it like the 
driver can. 

Stopping at least every two 
hours for bathroom breaks and 
short walks will make the trip 


less stressful for master and dog. , 


Some of us older masters will 
need to stop more often than 
this!
